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SCHOOL REPORT 


FOR 


THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1856. 


That period of the year has arrived in which it becomes the duty of 
your committee to lay before you the annual report of the public 
schools. Nothing has transpired the past year, that we are aware of, 
differing essentially fromthe ordinary routine. No special difficulties 
have occurred—no extraordinary success has been achieved. In sur- 
veying our public schools for a series of years, we think we can per- 
ceive marked progress. ‘Teachers have higher qualifications, manifest a 
deeper interest, employ better modes of instruction, and accomplish 
greater good. Superior text books are now in use—helps once unknown 
are possessed in certain districts, and in some instances the school hous- 
es are greatly improved. But progress in a single year is, not often so 
marked as to attract special attention. Our schools grow better, as we 
grow old, by insensible degrees. One year seems to make but little dif- 
ference; but in ten years the advance is very obvious. ‘The improve- 
ment of our schools might and ought to be much more rapid. The 
means of accomplishing so desirable an end have been pointed out in 
former reports. Larger sums of money must be appropriated to school 
purposes. Itis well understood that we cannot expect to gain anything 
valuable, except on the condition that we pay for it. It is not desirable 
that it should be otherwise. There is much truth in the old saying, 
‘‘ what costs nothing is worth nothing.” Money was made to be used 
just as clothes were made to be worn, and what better use can we make 
of it, than by it to educate our children. Not only is more money need- 
ed to improve our school buildings, prolong the schools, and secure bet- 
ter teachers, but also to procure forthe pupils various aids which they 
do not nowenjoy. Jn many towns a copy of Webster’s Quarto Diction- 
ary has been placed in every school. It could hardly fail to be a great 
advantage to our children if we followed their example. They would 
find it a storehouse of important knowledge, answering many questions 
which they are not able to solve, and throwing light npon a multitude of 
subjects which to them are involved in darkness. Outline maps are now 
in very general use. It would be a valuable acquisition to our schools, 
if each of them was supplied with a set of these maps. A_ skilful 
teacher aided by these maps would soon awaken a new interest in geog- 
raphy. In a neighboring town, we have been informed, one of Colton’s 
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excellent maps of the United States has been procured for each school, 
at an expense of sixty or seventy dollars. If we should do the same, 
our children would be the gainers. Even a good map of our own state, 
plainly representing each county, and each town, with all the important 
vert divisions, mountains, lakes, and rivers, would be of no little 
> WORD... 

_ But for the more rapid improvement of our schools there is specially 
needed a more active personal interest on the part of parents. They 
should visit the schools, encourage the teachers, and see to it that their 
children are prompt and punctual in their attendance. We have, how- 
ever, so often heretofore dwelt at length upon these and similar topics, 
that we will not now protract our general remarks, but proceed to 
~~ give a brief account of the different schools. In doing this it is diffi- 
-_ cult to be’ discriminating and just. Schools are so much alike in differ- 

ent years, and even so much like each otherin the same year, that we 

hardly know how to describe them, oftentimes, except in similar lan- 

guage. Let one attempt to describe, in few words, the characters of 
the different individuals in acommunity, and he would find that of many ° 
he would say almost the same things. We wish to do no injustice by 

censure, nor yet award undeserved commendation. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. Prudential Committee, J. P. Whittemore, M. 
D. Summer Term—Teacher, Miss Joanna A. Pickett. Length of 
school, 12 weeks. Amount expended, $57,45. No. of scholars, 54. 
Average attendance, 46. 


This is in many respects a difficult school. A large part of the 
scholars are small, and differ much in application and ability. Even in 
so small a village as ours the children are bolder, have less respect for 
authority, and are less disposed to sit still, and behave well, than the 
childrenin more rural districts. ‘Taking these things into consideration 
we think the teacher of this school did well. Her energy and vivacity, 
were, in a good degree, communicated to the pupils, and the weeks ap- 
peared to have passed away pleasantly and profitably. 


We noticed some improvement inthe school room. The old stove, so 
addicted to the bad habit of falling to pieces, has given way to a sub- 
stantial, firmly standing successor. Still, there is room for improvement. 
In one of the Registers of this school, under the head, ‘ condition of 
school house,” the remark is made, “ Disgrace to the District.” 

This is stating the case in rather stronger language than your commit- 
tee are accustomed to employ, but we will not undertake to say, that 
facts do not justify it. 


Winter Term. Teachers: Miss Joanna A. Pickett, and Miss Ly- 
dia N. Webster. Length of school, 18 weeks. Amount expended, 
$88,50. Whole number of scholars, 47. Average attendance 32. 

For the first 12 weeks this school was taught by the same teacher as 

, the summer school and was marked by the same general characteristics. 
For the remaining 6 weeks the school was under another teacher. The 
attendance was considerable smaller and rendered irregular by the in- 
clemency of the season. There was only asmall number present at 
the closing examination, but their appearance inthe main was creditable 
to them and their instructer.

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DISTRICT NO. 3. Prudential Committee, John Underhill. Sum- 
mer Term—Teacher, Miss Mary A. Homer.

From some reason, your committee know not what, the teacher of 
this school and the district did not harmonize well together. The confi- 
dence and co-operation of the parents being withheld, great succes was 
impossible in instructing the children. It sometimes happens that indi- 
viduals are placed in situations, for which they are not exactly adapted. 
They might do admirably well somewhere else, but not where they are. 
Round men, by some untoward accident, get into square holes, and 
square men into round holes, There seemed to be some difficulty of 
the kind in this case. The teacher in her general remarks, speaks of 
four prevalent practices in this district, which greatly lessen the profit of 
a school. First, tardiness in the morning. This was very common, and 
the general excuse offered was “had to work.” Second,absences. The 
register is olmost covered with the marks which indicate these. One 
would think that the scool was merely a secondary consideration—some- 
thing that might be attended to after every chore was done—and demand- 
ing no effort on the part of the parents. Third, many parents wish their. 
children to be dismissed as soon as their recitations were through, thus 
depriving them of the benefit of the general exercises in Arithmetic and 
Geography. Fourth, some parents are disposed to take part with their 
children against the teacher, in cases of punishment. 


Winter Term.—Teacher—Miss Amanda Underhill. Length of 
school, 11 weeks. Amount, expended, $54,75. No. of scholars, 48. 
Average attendance, 40, 

Miss Underhill had two excellent qualities in a teacher—the determi- 
nation to do well, anda willingness to labor hard for it. Indeed, in some 
of our visits, we were disposed to complain that she worked too hard. 
There was not repose enough of manner. We felt afraid that she would 
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it, ak the same sort of sympathy with her, that we 
ublic speaker who seems in danger of tearing himself to 
excessive energy. Atthe closing examination, however, 
uch less conspicuous. The order was very good, and 
earance of the school highly satisfactory.

This district showed their appreciation of the teacher during the year 
preceding, by procuring her services for this year, also. It ceratinly 
seems the part of wisdom, ina district, when well satisfied with a teach- 
er, to secure the services of the same individual season after season if 
they_are able to do it. This perpetual change of teachers is ‘one of the 
evils of our common schools. 


We saw much to commend, and little tocondemninthisschool. Some 
of the scholars, however, had a fault by no means confined to them—that 
of speaking too low and indistinctly. Itshould be better understood, than 
it seems to be, that one cannot speak distinctly when the mouth is shut, 
or with fingers in the mouth, or with a book covering up to the mouth, 

_or with the head dropped down upon the chest. and the lungs in a state 
of collapse. It has been said if a man should not use his arm for a long 
period of time, it would gradually waste away and loge its strength. If 
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the same principle applies to the lungs, we are sure Ss 

are in great danger of consumption, unless. they t as se

Out of a school of thirty-two, only fourteen were present at the clos- 
ing examination. This was a bad indication and it was understood there 
‘had been dissatisfaction on the part of some families in the district and 
their children were kept at home on that account. ‘This dissatisfaction 
may have been well founded. It is impossible for a committee to decide 
positively, by spending two or thsee hours in a school at its beginning 
and ending, that at no one time during the continuance of the school has 
the teacher been guilty of partiality, neglect or injustice. Nothing of 
this kind, however, was apparent to us. “The order was good and the 
examination satisfactory. 


Last part of the summer term,—teacher, Miss Lydia A. Knowles.— 
Length of school, 8 1-2 weeks. Amount expended, ‘$31, 75. No. of 
scholars, 32. Average attendance, 23. 


We judged, from the examination of this school, that the teacher had 
been diligent, faithful and successful Some of the smaller scholars 
seemed specially forward and worthy of commendation. We were glad 
to see a number of the citizens, in the district, present on this occasion. 
Such a manifestation of interest, is cheering alike to community, teach- 
ers and pupils.

This was alsoavery good school, taught by the same teacher as the one 
last described. There are very different ways of doing the same thing. 
Some are always inatumult. Noise and display characterize all their 
labors. Others are still workers. ‘There is nothing about them to at- 
tract observation. Yet we often find these still workers the most effi- 
cient. As the gentle sunshine will effect what the boisterous wind can- 

~. not, so a quiet laborer will many times accomplish an amount of good, 
impossible to those who exhibit ten times the apparent energy and 
strength. The teacher of this school was one of the quiet workers,jyet 
the results of her toil were valuable and abundant.

In concluding this report your committee would express their great 
satisfaction with the teachers of our schools during the past year. In 
every instance, we think, has been manifested the desire and the endeav- 
or to do well. In very few instances has this desire and endeavor been 
fruitless. 


We would bespeak for our teachers a more active sympathy and co- 
operation on the part of the community in general. ‘Teachers have a 
difficult task to perform. They must seek to promote the best interests 
of their pupils and do it in such a way as to give satisfaction to the ab- 
sent parents, who in most instances, know nothing by actual obserava- 
tion of their difficulties, or their fidelity. They have pupils of bright and
